power in favor of justice and peace.” 

The foreign relations plank was 
the last of the platform and the 
peroration declared that the Re- 
publican party had ability ‘“‘to ful- 
fill our world obligations without 
sacrificing our national honor.” 

FIRST REAL THRILI, 

The convention got its first real 
thrill when Senater Watson 
the piank which declared for free 


throw of the governme or reéis- 
tance to the law was to be tolerated. 
There were cheers and the conven- 
tion rose and wated flags. 

His mention® of the name of 
Theodore Roosevelt in connection 
with conservation laws brought out 
another demonstration. 

The foreign relations plank was 
the one the convention yas waiting 
for with its reference to\the Peace 
Attention tightened as 
Senator Watson reached that part 
of the platform. It cheered the 
Mexican plenk loudly, with its at- 
tack on President Wilson's conduct 
of relations south of the Rio Grande, 
and let out a cheer when Senator 
Watson started the portion referring 
to the League of Nations. 

The delegates followed him closely 
as he read the denunciation of the 
League of Nations as brought homie 
by President Wilson and the cheers 
broke out before he could finish the 
phrases on which the conflicting ele- 
ments of the party here have been 
at odds for the last three days. 

Senator Wateon finished the read- 
ing of the resolutions to the ac- 
companiment of a burst of cheering. 

Originally drafted weeks ago by 
Elihu Root, the plank was revised at 
an all-night series of conferences, 
and was adopted by the subcommit- 
tee after Senator Lodge had ap- 
peared in the committee room and 
deciared if the mild reservation pro- 
posal were accepted he would ge 
on the convention floor and fight it. 

The plan’ was said by the sub- 
committee members to be whelly 
acceptable to former Senator Crane 
of Massachusetts’ leader for the 
mild reservation group, and its ac- 
ceptance removed the only obstacle 
to speeding to a conclusion the 
work of the national convention. 

While the Root plank commends 
the Senate's rejection of the Ver- 


ry |sailles covenant, it contains a previ- 


sion expressing in general terms the 
party's approval of some interna- 
tional concert for peace. It was that 
feature, it was said, which led the 
mild reservationists to accept it.

INCREASE CHARGES.

PORTLAND, June 10.—Pocket- 
books of Portland street car riders 
received a severe jolt today when 
the Oregon Public Service Commis- 
sion granted the Portland Railway 
Light and Power Company author- 
ity to make a general increase in 
car fare. 

The straight fare for a single ride 
is advanced from 6 Gents to 8 cents 
and the price of fifty-ride books Is 
boosted from $2.75 to $3.65. Strip 
of six tickets will be sold for 45 
cents, while the fare for school chil- 
dren remains at 4 cents. 

The increase is effective on June 
15, and will grant the public serv- 
ice company relief that it has long 
been seeking, on the ground that it 
is headed toward bankruptcy. Re-

PLANK SUMMARIZED. 

The Root plank was summarized 
by a member of the subcommittee 
as follows: 

“The plank is a condemnation of 
the action of the President, both in 
his negotiation oof the treaty of 
peace and the League, and in his 
insistence upon its acceptance with- 
out change by the Senate. 

“Tt is a complete ratification of 
the action of the Republican Sena- 
tors, without distinguishing between 
either group.

TEXT OF THE PLATFORM. 


The Republican party, assembled 
in representative national conven- 
tion, reaffirms its unyielding devo- 
tion to the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States and to the guarantees of 
civil, political and religious liberty 
therein contained.

Senator Lodge’s addregs begins Geecription of the political 
situation confronting the Republican party, to which its policies and action 
must be directed; first, in the actual physical and ecohomic results of the 
great war; and, second, in its psychological result in the unrest of the 
people with which it must deal. His array of the gigantic tasks of the 
party to meet these exigencies is as true as {t is formidable. He says that « 
the Democratic party has failed in meeting the exigency—part of which ft 
is itself responsible for—and that the only recourse is to the Republican 
party, which, if It fails, will thrust on us the danger of Bolshevism. Mr. 
Lodge then points out that the Republican party, in order to achieve the

Mr. Lodge then exalts the absolute necessity of law. and order, and as

“If we joined the League.” Does the Senator mean that they did not wish 
the League when they voted for it? He cannot mean this, and yet the 
careful phrasing leaves an impression of a desire to withdraw from his 
vote for ratification. He does not mention that the number of Republicans 
who favored the latter course was thirty-five, while the number who op- 
posed the League altogether was fourteen and that a majority of the 
Senate within seven of two-thirds sustained the League with reservations.

Such approval is im- 
portant only as it determines the future policy of the party. He does not 
advise the convention to d@termine this solely important question, and 
he evidently deprecates a decision on that point. He seeks to hold within 
the party men whose bolting from the party he fears if the convention 
sustains the action of the majority of which he was the leader: but the 
difference between the thirty-five and the fourteen.is a question which 
will not down, which the party representatives must decide on the fourth 
of March, next.

delegation of fifteen members in the 
State Assembly. If the present pop- 
ulation unit for Assembly representa- 
tion is maifttained, Los Angeles 
county will receive an allotment of 
twenty Assembiymen, and three new 
Assembly districts will be created in 
Southern California outside the city 
and county of Los Angeles. 

The State constitution fixes the 
number of Assemblymen at eighty, 
however, and the number of Sena- 
tors at forty, so there wil! have to 
be an increase in the population 
unit. This will necessitate a con- 
solidation of Assembly districts in 
Northern California, where the 
growth in population has been com- 
Parativelp small, and a splitting up 
of districts in the southern part of 
the State. 


Taking past experience for a 
basis, Los Angeles city and county, 
it is pointed out, will secure four 
additional Assemblymen and two 
Senators. In the territory in South- 
ern California, outside Los Angeles 
aounty, two new Assembly districts 
and one new senatorial district wil! 
be created. 

MAY BE SHORT END. 

When the final legislative distribu- 
tion is made, however, Southern Cal- 
ifornia, political wiseacres point out, 
ia pretty certain to get the short 
end of the gtick, for the majority 
of the membBers of the Legislature 
come from Northern and Centra) 
California. When they start to ger- 
rymander the districts they are 
pretty certain to cut Southern Cali- 
fornia to thé extreme low limit that 
the constitution permits. This wil! 
apply both to Congress and legisila- 
tive districts, 

The gerrymandering will be one 
of the features of the next session 
of the Legislature. To appreciate 
what it means one must recal! the 
time when there was a shoestring 
district in Los Angeles county, with 
one end in the Democratic eighth 
ward and the other end in the Re- 
publican stronghold at the Soldiers’ 
Home. The Soldiers’ Home vote was 
always heavy enough to overcome 
— Democratic majority at the other 
end. 

As the next Legislature is certain 
to be Republican, it is possible that 
the gerrymandering wil! split up the 
Democratic territory to the extent 
that there will not be left more 
than three or four Democratic As- 
sembly districts in the State. The 
Democrats will howl: but when a 
majority starts to gerrymander, the

In ten years’ service as District. 
Attorney of Orange county, L. A. 
West never caused an indictment to 
be returned in a criminal action, he 
said yesterday in hie speech before 
the annua! convention of the District 
Attorneys’ Association of Caliéornia.

Mr. West said, however, that if he 
were District Attorney in counties 
like Los Angeles or San Francis- 
eo. he would use the grand jury in 
criminal cases.

crime. He said that in investiga- 
tions of the police department he 

been unable get anyone to 
talk until he start @ grand jury 
investigation. 

“My motto,” said Mr. Woolwine. 
“is ‘if a fellow is a thief and a graft- 
er and you can’t convict him, mess 
him up so that he will not be able 
to walk the streets.’
